THE HANDICAPPED parking 
card is issued for a temporary 
disability. It is to be displayed on the 
dashboard or visor of a vehicle in 
which a handicapped person is a 
driver or a passenger. 

A certification form also must be 
completed by the handicapped per- 
son to qualify for the parking card. 

‘The card has several advantages 
for the handicapped person. It 
allows him to park in any designated 
handicapped zone and exempts him 
from paying parking meter fees. He 
also is exempted from any or- 
dinance imposing time limitations 
on parking, except for those with 
limitations of 30 minutes or less. 

THE CARD, unlike the license 
plates, can be transferred to any 
vehicle used to-transport a han- 
dicapped person. 

A $50 fine can be imposed on non- 
handicapped drivers who park in a 
handicapped zone, said Police Chief 
Bill Harris.

To the editor: 

By the end of last week, even the 
liberal Washington Post had it up to 
here with Senate Judiciary liberals, 
including Paul Simon. Because 
Justice William Rehnquist perform- 
ed as an impeccable legal scholar 
during his 15 years on the Supreme 
Court bench, the panel resolved to 
skip his judicial service and probe 
the preceding 15 years. 

Going back a half-generation, they 
_discovered the deed to Rehnquist’s 

Vermont house stipulated he 

couldn’t sell to Jews; that under a 

covenant he could only sell his 

Arizona house to whites. Never mind 

that the provisions were unen- 

forceable since the 1950s, nor that 

John F. Kennedy’s Georgetown 

house had the same provision. 

They ferreted out that Rehnquist 
_bélonged to a. men-only fun club, the 
‘Alfalfa, where all attendees, wear- 
ing funny hats, met for dinner once 
each year. They insisted the Justice 

Department release memos Rehn- 

quist wrote when he was a Justice 

Department official. 

To the drum-beat of “‘show-time,”’ 
the inquisition still goes on, Simon 
playing the role of the distressed, 
agonized man of conscience with 
signature bow-tie and furrowed 
brow. 

What about Rehnquist’s poll- 
watching in Arizona in the 1960s? A 
lead witness, a former U.S. pro- 
secutor, confessed he relied on hear- 
say that Rehnquist had harassed 
voters. Although thie ex-Democratic 
state chairman of Arizona admitted 
he had received no complaints about 
Rehnquist, the probe still goes on. 

The only substantive question 
made against Rehnquist concerning 
his philosophy had long since been 
discredited — on the basis of legal 
history, a subject on which the 
Judiciary Committee is, ironically, 
notoriously weak. 

At the outset the allegation looked 
good. Rehnquist had written a memo 
asa young law clerk to Justice 





d by probers 


Robert Jackson that could be inter- 
preted as supporting retention of 
Plessy v. Ferguson, the separate- 
but-equal decision of 1896. 

News media, reflecting only sur- 
face knowledge of the issue, 
trumpeted it. For a time the issue 
hung over the hearing because 
Rehnquist, while eloquent and 
cogent in his decisions, does not per- 
form well under kleig lights and 
spoke in bursts, hesitancies and 
ambiguities. 7 

Because his liberal inquisitors 
lacked historical awareness, they 
thought they had him. Was Rehn- 
quist a deep-hued segregationist? 
They thought so. 

Then, like errant schoolboys, they 
were rebuked by their staff they 
they better not pursue the matter; 
and if they continued on this tack, 
they were likely to be embarrassed 
by the similarity of positions of emi- 
nent jurists and historians to the 
memo Rehnquist wrote on Plessy. 

Rather than arrogantly seeking to 
plunder federal records to embar- 
rass Rehnquist from memos written 
decades ago, it would have been ad- 
visable for liberal senators to do 
their job, which is to evaluate the in- 
tellectual credentials of the nominee 
and his philosophy which is 
squarely consistent with a President 
who on his last electoral go-round 
carried 49 of the states. 

With the great Reagan-supporting 
center of the U.S. public, no senator 
has been more harmed than Joseph 

Biden of Delaware who, though not 
so vehement as Howard Metzen- 
baum, comes across as a duplicitous 
wise-acre and far less thoughtful 
than the presidential prospect he 
wishes to resemble. * 

The Senate Judiciary Committee 
liberals could have done much bet- 
ter.

The incident appears’ to have 
started with a previous drug deal in 
East Alton Thursday night that 
“went sour.’’ Stephens was shot in 
the arm during the deal, said Agent 
Wayne Watson of the Illinois Divi- 
sion of Criminal Investigation. 

Authorities gave this account of 
the chain of events: 

After the shooting, Stephens .was

not said who shot him. 

Stephens was to have been ques- 
tioned about the incident -Friday 
morning at the hospital by East 
Alton police.

At about 10:30 a.m. Friday, Ed- 
wardsville police received a tip 
about a hostage situation, The vic- 
tim (Williams) supposedly. was be- 
ing hold in the area because of a 
drug deal that went bad. 

Stephens was to provide drugs to 

gain Williams’ safe release. 
. A third party whom authorities 
Tefused to identify took drugs from 
Stephens and was to deliver them to 
Williams’ alleged captors.

Madison County farmer Ernst 
said he thought that would be all 
right for short periods up to 30 days 
or so,’if some protective plastic 
sheeting is placed under the grain.

but we can control those government 
policies within our own borders af- 
fecting farmers. It is crucial that we 
ensure the greatest degree of equity 
~in assessing and taxing the land that 
is the lifeblood of the farming 
community. by 

“While eliminating tax inequities 
for farmer, Senate Bill 415 will help 
stabilize the property tax base for 
local governments and prevent ma- 
jor fluctuations in future farm pro- 
perty valuations.” 

John White Jr., president of the II- 
linois Farm Bureau, said, ‘With the 
signing of SB 415, farmers will final- 
ly receive the full benefits of a 
farmland assessment plan first 
legislated in 1977. 

“For the first time, every county 
in the state will be able to base 
farmland tax valuation on the 
capability of the land to produce 
agricultural products, rather than 
-the land's ‘market value;” .White 
said. 

‘It is long-needed legislation, both 
by farmers and public officials. It 








protects taxpayers from dramatic 
increases in assessments and pro- 
tects local taxing bodies, including 
school districts, from a drastic 
decline in revenue.”’ 

Doug Whitley, president of the 
‘Faxpayers Federation of Illinois, 
said, “The governor has once again 
come to the aid of farmers by cor- 
recting a serious injustice to in- 
dividuals facing assessment in- 
creases when assessed values were, 
in fact, due to decline.” 

The new law freezes 1986 certified 
values for each ,productivity index 
for the next two years. The goal is to 
give county assessment officials a 


chance to catch up with the new law . 


in areas of the state where there had 
been delays in implementing the 
original farmland assessment 
revisions. 

‘The new law removes the current 
10 percent per year countywide limit 
on the increases or decreases in an 
equalized assessed value (EAV) of 
farmland, allowing it to more close- 
ly reflect the actual, value of 
farmland. . 


It also contains a “hold harmless” 
clause for school districts; providing 
for the state to replace part of the 
property taxes lost from decreases 
in farmland assessments. 

Another provision clarifies _pro- 
cedures used for determining the 
taxable status of property. 

“This legislation-is the result of a 
long and concerted effort by the 
Department of Revenue, Illinois 
Farm Bureau and downstate 
legislators on both sides of the ai- 
sle,”’ Thompson said. There were no 
dissenting votes in either chamber 
of the General Assembly. 


Another new law amends: the 
Grain Dealers -and Public Grain 
Warehouse Act, providing that if a 
grain warehouse fails, the Illinois 
Grain Insurance. Fund will provide 
full-coverage to the farmer for the 
value of the grain originally 
deposited in a_state- 
warehouse. Federally-licensed 
warehouses in Illinois may also 
choose to participate jn the Mlinois

Light rail project 
gets Senate funds 


The U.S. Senate transportation 
sub-committee of the Senate Ap- 
propriations Committee recently ap- 
proved a $12.8 million appropriation 
for the St. Louis light rail project, 
Metro Link, as part of the $10 billion 
transportation appropriations bill. 

The $12.8 million brings to $39.8 
million the amount of money ap- 
propriated by Congress for the St. 
Louis system. 

“This, once again, demonstrates > 
the commitment that Congress has 
to the St. Louis project,” said Les | 
Sterman, executive director of the 
East-West Gateway Coordinating 
Council. “It’s the most cost-effective 
project in the county. Even more 
significant than the funding is the 
Senate's instructions to the Urban 
Mass Transportation Administra- 
tion to enter into a full-funding con- 
tract with St. Louis officials to build 
the Metro Link project.’’ 

A full-funding contract is a formal 
commitment by the federal. govern- 
ment to fund the construction of a 
major capital works project. The 
designation of the St. Louis project 
for such a contract would commit
